Poorest attendance for the 
first two months was in the kin¬ 
dergarten and primary grades. 
During the first month an ave- 
rave of nine children were ab.sent 
every day in the kindergarten. 
Less than 90 per cent of the pu¬ 
pils In the first grades were pres¬ 
ent each day, but in the higher 
grades, attendance was better, 
with a total of 93 per cent for 
the month for the entire school, 
ut of a total enrollment of 513 
pupils. 

During the first two months of 
school there was a total of 1189 
days absence— 538.5 days for Sep¬ 
tember and 650.5 days for Octo- 
ber-November i>eriod, when there 
were two more days taught. At 
approximately 35 cents which the 
school receives for each pupil from 
the state, the school district lost 
about $416 of state funds. Next 
year the school will receive that 
amount less than If attendance 
had been perfect, since the amount 
the school collects from the state 
is on the basis of dally attendance. 
The sum lost through absence of 
pupils win have to be made up by 
district taxes next year. 

"The only excuse the state 
recognizes for absence Is Illness,” 
Mr, Smith stated, "Here we have 
much unexcused absence, partly 
because of the weather which was 
extremely warm at the opening of 
school, followed by heavy rain. 
During the last month, the 
weather has been extraordlnarilv 
favorable, and attendance should 
have been better.”

W ATCHING the growth of a 
state from its Infancy to 
its place fifth in the Union, 
has been the pri^vllege of Mrs. J.

only two and one-half inches of 
water to Irrigate each 10 acres, 
Mrs. Moote establish'^] tbe first 
Sunday school at Cucamonga and 
was at the laying of the corner¬ 
stone of Chafee College, now 
Chafee Union High school, which 
was the first building erected in 
the towm of Ontario. She believes 
that she and her son, F. D. R. 
Moote, are now the only living 
members of the group that at¬ 
tended this ceremony. She also 
watched the planting of the state¬ 
ly row of pepper and gravlllia 
trees which now line beautiful 
Euclid avenue in Upland and On¬ 
tario, and speaks happily of flow¬ 
er shows and bazaars which she 
helped to conduct at the Presby- 


street and Grand avenue. "At that 
time,” Slid Mrs. Moote in talking 
to us this week, "all the business 
of Los Angeles centered aroimd 
the district near the court house 
site and when one of the stores 
moved to Second and Spring 
everyone thought that only Its 
oldest customers would go so far 
out la the country to shop.” 

Mr. Moote who before coming 
to California had been owner and 
publisher of the Forest Ebepress at 
Forest, Ontario, opened a printing 
business in Los Angeles and the 
family lived there for many yeirs.

"Without love or even a deep 
fondness holding them togcfhe-. 
husbands and wives are bound tr 
quarrel, and without a firm deter¬ 
mination to succeed in marriage a* 
ajl costs—with never a f ought of 
divorce—many are sure to let the 
first quarrel lead to the wreck of the 
home,’’ writes Miss Palmer in fh' 
N'ovemb. r Good Housekeeping, in an 
analysis of the questionnaire. 

Of the 'V'O que-tfioned, only a lit¬ 
tle more than half had married for 
love. And more startling is that 
most of these were men. Seventy- 
five percent of the women admitted 
they had marrieil for other reasons. 
"Increased Prestige" and "Seeurity” 
were eheeked far more often than 
"hove,” "Children” or "Companion¬ 
ship.”
